Seven Other Fires Reported 


MONTREAL, Can., Jan. 9.—Between 
75 and 100 lives were lost and more than 
100 were injured when fire swept the 
Laurier Palace, motion picture theater in 
the French section this afternoon. Most 
of the victims were children, many deaths 
being caused by suffocation when the 
victims were caught in jams about exits. 

So tightly wedged were the bodies that 
firemen were not able to gain entrance 
to the house for some time. The theater 
was packed for the afternoon perform- 
ance when the blaze started shortly be- 
fore 2 o'clock. The picture had just be- 
gun to unfold on the screen when it sud- 
denly flickered and disappeared. Then a 
red glow spread over the screen, and 
smoke, growing heavier, trailed out over 
the orchestra pit. 

Four hundred children and_ their 
mothers in the balcony were thrown into 
panic, and, by the time the smoke had 
engulfed the audience, hundreds were at- 
tempting to go down the crowded stair- 
Ways. On the east stairway a jam en- 
sued. Many below were crushed and

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John Searles Works Out 
Plan—Managers To 
Pay Premiums 


Cost Only $1.68 Weekly Per Co. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 10.—John W. Searles, 
one of Equity’s busiest staff members, 
has worked out an accident indemnity 

: insurance plan for actors that will shortly 
: be placed before the association’s council 
for action. If it goes thru, future Equity 
contracts will require that the manager 
shall previde such protection during the 
course of every player's engagement. 
| Searles’ plan has already been taken up 
| unofficially, and is considered to be a real 
| inspiration that will not only be highly 
j beneficial to Equity members, but will in 
every way be a just demand and worth 
its small cost to the manager. This-cost 
i would be approximately $1.68 a week 
per company, or less than $100 a year, 
and would be small return for free re- 
hearsal period, sometimes up to five weeks 
without pay, which the actor gives the 
manager. If effected, it would govern all 
classifications of employment, including 
stock, rep. and tént shows, as well as 
dramatic and musical comedy productions. 

The plan, as outlined by Searles, is 
that Equity contracts require each man- 
ager to take out bDlanket-group insurance 
of an accident indemnity policy, which 
he is now having especially drawn up by 
several prominent companies for consid- 
eration and selection. The policy would 
have the following minimum conditions: 
First, that in the event of an actor’s in- 
jury in the course of his employment, he 
shall reccive compensation at the rate of 
$5 a day as long as he is incapacitated 
up to a maximum period of five weeks. 
Second, that he shall receive free medical 
attention from doctors provided by the 
insurance company. Third, that he shall 
receive up to $30 a week for any neces- 
sary hospital bills, such sum usually be- 
ing sufficient for a semi-private room. 
Fourth, that should surgical work be 
necessary, the expense shall be met up to 
a sum of $100. 

Managers are at present vequired to 
take out the regular employees’ policy de- 
manded by the Workman's Compensation 
Ai, but under this law and policy the 
actor does not get a nickel for three 
weeks, and then only a maximum allow- 
ance of $20 a week. 

One of the guarantees of the proposed 
policy is that the insurance company will 
provide first-class medical attention the 
very day that the actor is hurt, no mat- 
ter what part of the United States he may 
be playing in, or within two days at the 
most if it hapnens to be in a stand that 
is beyond all possibility of quick relief. 

The new policy is also looked upon as 
a protection for the manager. There is 
sometimes déubt of the truth of an actor’s 
alleged illness or injury, even tho the 
actor provides a doctor's certificate. The 
manager then feels that he must have the 
case investigated, and the insurance 
company's physician would be the ideal 
one for such a case, inasmuch as he of- 
ficially represents both the actor and the 
manager. Whatever his verdict, it would 
be acceptable to Equity and to a board 


of arbitr while the manager’s per- 
onal physician would not carry any more 
weight than the ctor’s doctor who drew 
up the original certificate of excuse. The

The amalgamation of The New Charlot 
Show (as fhe latest London edition of 
that reputed revue series was titled) 
with the local Vanities is a clever pub- 
licity stunt on the part of the Earl of 
Seventh avenue.

Once the Charlot contingent becomes 
acclimated and Carroll digs up some col- 
loquial skits to substitute for a number 
of their too-English playlets, the IJnter- 
national Edition will be a first-class en- 
tentainment of its kind. But its sponsor 
would be quite capable of making it that 
with merely domestic players. As far 
as cast, or caste, is concerned, the cost 
of trans-Atlantic passage and the de- 
privation of home employment seems 
hardly worth while except in the case of 
Herbert Mundin and Jessie Matthews. 
The rest of the “hands from across the 
sea” are nothing beyond international 
good fellowship. Our Actors’ Equity has 
undoubtedly taken them within the fold 
with enviable sportsmanship of silence 
over their doubtful worthiness to deprive 
engagement for some of its own mem- 
bers of better revue qualification. We 
must all be chivalrous in welcome and 
hospitality. 3ut the writer joins with 
those who hope that these aliens will 
soon become Americanized—and, to us, 
human—‘in their humor. 

Mundin is unquestionably an artful 
and accomplished comedian. He has im- 
proved considerably even over his pleas- 
urable performances in past Charlot 
divertisements seen in this country and 
this shows thru, again even, the very 
British material which he is currently 
expected to put over on the not over 
cosmopolitan public despite Broadway’s 
reputation. He manages to shine in A 
Gala Night at Galashiels, The Last Cab- 
by and occasionally elsewhere in the 
present bill, but when he gets the eventu- 
al material he is certain to be still more 
of a hit. 

Miss Matthews only needs more of an 
opportunity. She wins the hearts and 
hands of her American upon

Among the survivors, Chatterbox Tan- 
nen is as spirited as ever and the lan- 
guid, weary voice of Charles Mack an- 
swering the well-fed questions of George 
Moran is just as funny as it ever was, 
and that is considerable, no matter how 
many times they have pulled the same 
old sallies These three reliables have 
worked in a few new gags, but not many, 
and they have, if it is possible to 
conceive, improved the execution of the 
old ones, 

Norman Frescott still aids Tannen and 
most skillfully. Charles Kaley, not re- 
called as participating in the premiere 
of the last edition, makes himself quietly 
agreeable in a few songs that accom- 
pany some of the spectacular scenes that 
are so beautifully carried out by Car- 
roll’s wellrtrained girls and the accom- 
plished group of Fosterites. The femi- 
ninity end of the show is as attractive as 
ever and perhaps more so because of 
the seductive power of a few extra 
coverings. 

Carroll has fulfilled his promise and 
made a number of the more deserving 
show girls into minor principals. In spe- 
cialties and adequately strong support of 
the sketches they prove the promotion 
warranted, one and all.

Junk is aptly titled; it is a conglomera- 
tion of this, that and the other. We 
would not go on record that Edwin B. 


Self has collected a pile of junk in the 
same term that trash and scraps are the 
component parts of his brainchild, but 
We would agree with Noah Webster in 
his definition as “odds and ends”. 

The author has gone to considerable 
research for his material, but he has 
depended too much on other conceptions 
and theatrical ventures for his theme, 
development and climax Familiarity 
with his situations and effects is ever 
present even in the minds of youthful 
playeoers, for Self has not extended his 
research beyond the last few years. 

Junk is odds and ends in the sense that 
farce, comedy, melodrama and drama 
are thrown together promiscuously and 
too many ingredients have weakened the 
play as a unit. 

In the same ratio that one may find 
a gem or other attractive object in the 
junk pile, so there are one or two con- 
sequential items that might be saved 
from the smelting. Junk is more in the 
natufe of dross, however, and, taken as 
a whole, it does not measure up as 
worthy a place among the season’s com- 
mendable contributions to dramaturey. 

There are such trite incidents as the 
escaped convict robbing the local bank 
to pay off the mortgage on the home of 
the invalid grandmother, whom the gun- 
wielding desperado has never seen; the 
enlistment of the young hero and the 
hobo who cheerfully mixes his faith in 
the deity—to whom he familiarly refers 
as “the old man”’—with his effervescent 
spirit of camaraderie in the thievery 
Notwithstanding the lack of cohesion, th« 
author of Junk has dragged in the re- 
tributory scenes of the old days in the 
theater, resurrecting the story of the 
young hero Who aided in the bank rob- 
bery and later became Governor of the 
State; the dying confession of the es- 
caped convict which implicates the State 
executive; the villainous doctor whos 
love suit is spurned by the pretty young 
heroine; the pistol in the top left-hand 
drawer of the Governor’s desk, ready for 
action at the psychological moment; the 
unlimited movements of the 
and heroic hobo who walks into the most 
private places without announcement or 
invitation, and who always gets into the 
picture to let folk know what he and 
“the old man” have decided in matters 
of destiny. 

There is nothing new in any particular 
in Junk; the author has injected—ruth- 


optimistic 


lessly—several wisecracks that bring 
the gigglers and unrestrainable mirth- 
makers into receptive mood, but these 


are not sufficient to overcome the seem- 
ingly interminable interview between the 
crooked doctor and the junk man, who 
determines that vice will be thwarted 
and vice rewarded or the long-drawn 
dying scene of the big-hearted hobo. 

The author has resorted to the well- 
known trick in playwriting that when he 
gets his characters in a jam the best 
way out of the mess is the pistol, thus 
Self wipes out the villain, before the big 
expose, and the junk man, leaving the 
way clear for the inevitable happy end- 
ing and the journey of the hobo to the 
“old man”. 

Edwin B. Self is under a deep debt of 
gratitude to the present cast for an in- 
telligent presentation of his play, as most 
of the actors give a semblance of anima- 
tion to the resurrected participants 

Sydney Greenstreet creates an atmos- 
phere of cheerfulness with his 
terization of the hobo. His rotundity, 
joviality and keen sense of comedy en- 
able him to enlist and retain the atten- 
tion of his audience, while his acting and 
byplay are excellent. Emma Dunn, as 
an ignorant, unkempt hag, with a bitter 
prejudice against “red-headed hussies”, 
gives an excellent portrayal of the wan- 
ton woman of elderliness. Her work in 
the closing scene, where the hobo passes 
out, is intensively marked with dramatic 
power. Marguerite Mosier is sweet and 
vivacious as the sweetheart of “Chick” 
Prall and later as the Governor's daugh- 
ter. She exhibits splendid acting 
thruout and presents a convincing aspect 
in her double role. Calvin Thomas does 
much better as the Governor than as the 
ambitious young lover. His dignity is 
maintained and his moments of anguish 
and remorse are finely done. Equally 
well is the work of Herbert Ranson as 
the villainous doctor. In his opening 
scenes he is inclined to inaudibility and 
lack of assurance, but in his later ap- 
pearances he delivers his

Orpheum, Keith-Albee and Loew Organizations Report Largest 
Week’s Business in Years—Orpheum Circuit May Increase 
Dividend Rate—Amusement Stocks Are Strong 


NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—Fully tabulated gross and net receipts for Christmas

show the holidays to have been more profitable than ever for the leading 


In fact the holiday business closed the 


calendar year on a higher net income basis than ever. 


Net income accruing to Loew’s, Inc., 


Year’s Eve is estimated at close to 
$1,000,000. The ratio ran high in New 
York, where the State Theater turned in 
around $12,000 net, and the Metropolitan, 


Brooklyn, ran up $20,000 net for the 
week. The 82 other theaters in and 
around the city all reported record- 


breaking business. 

Keith-Albee Hippodrome did a usual 
record-breaking business, due in part to 
the terrific jam of children attending 
the matinee shows. At the low top the 
receipts for the week totaled $48,000. Of 
this sum $6,300 was for New Year's Eve, 
when the fourth show, straight vaudeville, 
was given at a scale of $1.65 top. All 
week it was a sellout with the receipts 
averaging $5,800. 

At this rate the house is proving a 
big source. of income. Receipts are run- 
ning close to the average when two shows 
a day were given at tremendous over- 
head. Big-time houses on the K.-A. Cir- 
cuit, such as the Palace and Riverside, 
also showed increased receipts over those 
of former holiday periods. 

The Orpheum Circuit rode over the 
holidays on a wave of prosperity which 
has been the rule thruout the entire year, 
if not the past several years. One of the 
most significant actions of the Orpheum’s 
Board of Directors was the declaration 
in Chicago this week of the regular 
monthly dividend on the common stock. 
The fact that it ordered only one 
monthly dividend instead of the usual 
three (quarterly) disbursements is taken 
to mean that an increased rate is a 
strong possibility at the February meet- 
ing, when results of 1926 operations will 
become known. 

In the meantime all of the amusement 
stocks have developed a strong tone on 
the exchange, particularly Loew’s, Inc., 
and Orpheum common, both of which 
are flirting with the high point of the 
past year. Last month Loew stockholders 
received one dollar extra on stock which 
is on a $2 yearly basis.

Buckridge Casey and Company 


Reviewed Monday evening, January 3, 
at the Mayfair Theater, Brooklyn. Style 
—Singing and piano. Setting—Full, 
special, Time—Seventeen minutes. 


An interesting group of classical and 
popular songs make up this latest Gladys 
Buckridge and Bill Casey vehicle. There 
is a change of costume and background 
for each. The first is a double senti- 
mental! ballad done in sympathetic man- 
ner quite effectively, the second Casey’s 
Shes Still My Baby specialtty, the third 
another sentimental ballad by Miss Buck- 
ridge, followed by a South Sea Isle jazz 
number ending with baby uke accompa- 
niment, and for a close both join in har- 
monizing Marquita in front of a Spanish 
set. A male accompanist offers a solo on 
the ivories during a change of costume. 

The continuity is well arranged and 
moves at a fairly fast tempo. Miss Buck- 
ridge possesses a winsome personality, 
excellent soprano voice, and an easy style 
of delivery. Casey makes a virile ap- 
pearance and has an excellent baritone 
voice. Of the material they have to work 
with, the waltz number with its sample 
of ballroom dancing .is rather mild and 
could be eliminated to advantage. Cos- 
tumes and hangings are attractive.

The Nash sisters come to the two-a- 
day for a short tour in a vehicle which 
gives Mary sufficient scope for her pow- 
ers to portray the drug addict, a role 
remindful of her work in The Man Who 
Came Back. Florence Nash, as a woman 
detective, has the comedy-drama part, 
working in a rough-and-ready style—but 
withal good naturedly. The playlet has 
some true-to-life action and being well 
acted, makes good entertainment. 

The opening dialog revolves around the 
maid in blackface, who is upset by a 
mysterious voice over the phone, asking 
for her mistress. Later the woman of 
the house arrives and there is talk of a 
package having arrived. She is per- 
turbed and it is plain that someone has 
been trailing her. She tells the maid not 
to let anyone in, but after she retires 
a woman manages to work her way in 
and secure information from the maid. 
Subsequently the visitor proves to be a 
detective of the narcotic squad looking 
for the woman of the house and her 
eache of drugs. After the maid hurries 
away, the talk and action is between the 
two sisters, who recognize each other at 
once. It seems the drug addict has had 
her own ideas on living and there follows 
the usual combat between a _ person 
crazed for drugs and one determined to 
break the other of the habit. Also there 
is mention of the departed mother in 
melodrama style. They finally agree it 
must have been fate which saw to it that 
a sister should be the detective.

The three men and four girls are 
talented entertainers, altho handicapped 
by their unfamiliarity with English. The 
opening is a vocal ensemble offered by 
two couples seated at tables and a petite 
waitress. Another couple enters from the 
center for a fast and graceful ball-room 
tango bit. The couples of the opening 
vocal ensemble give another Latin. The 
girl in the waitress role is next seen in 
a castanet and whirling bit, time-beating 
accompaniment being supplied by the 
others with bean-filled bottles.

Sadler-Swain Shows 
Named as Largest 


In answer to the largest and oldest 
tent show question Frank R. Hudson, 
of Abilene, Tex., nominates the Harley 
Sadier Show as having the largest tent 
show on the road today. 

In a letter to the rep. editor from 
Abilene, Tex., under date of January 5, 
Hudson writes as follows: “It seems as 
tho the repertoire people are backward 
in writing about their shows. Surely 
someone has the largest tent show. 

“Not being in the profession just at 
this time, altho I carry an Actors’ Equity 
Association card, I feel that I have a 
right to get on the carpet and express 
my thoughts. 

“IT have trouped with various tent 
theaters since 1919 and my trouping has 
extended to every State east of the 
Mississippi and of the West Central 
States. Now I am going to write some- 
thing of Harley Sadler’s Own Show. 

“As our good friend Tom Hall stated 
in the issue of January 1, ‘I would travel 
many miles to see a tent show better 
than Harley's,’ I will say that I am 
with Mr. Hal] and there are many others 
who are also with him. 

“The Sadler Show is transported in 
two 70-foot baggage cars; one is Sadler’s 
private baggage car and the other is 
furnished on each move by the railroad 
company. 

“The tent is 65 by 165 feet, the whole 
back being elevated to permit the placing 
ef the dressing rooms on the stage. 
Lights and scenery are equal to those 
found in the leading playhouses thruout 
the country. Plenty of flood and spot- 
lights, as well as ‘cloud machines’, are 
carried, enabling the company to get the 
best results out of the story. Double 
side walls and large stoves are used in 
cold weather, making the tent as warm 
as any theater. The show carries 1,800 
chairs, all having white covers, and five 
sections of blues, seven tiers high, are 
used, making the seating capacity more 
than 2,000. And I have seen the show 
turn people away night after night. 

“The company carries 35 people, in- 
cluding a band and orchestra. I can’t 
understand why Harley isn’t on Broad- 
way. It’s not because his show isn’t 
good enough, and I will stake my all 
on that, but a Texan won’t leave his 
home State, and I admire him for that 
because I’m a ‘long horn’ myself. Well, 
let’s hear from some others.” 

S. Vandersluis, better known as Harry 
Van, of Virden, Ill., writes as follows: 
“I notice that a friendly controversy has 
arisen in The Billboard as to who has 
the largest tent show on the road. I 
have been actively engaged in the show 
business, in all of its branches except 
burlesque, for the last 37 years, and in 
that time have been with the largest and 
smallest en route. 

“During the last four years I have 
visited a number of tented attractions 
thruout the country in my car and I 
can truthfully say, without exaggeration, 
that the largest tent repertoire show I 
have ever seen is the W. I. Swain Show 
No. 1, both as to the size of the tent and 
the number of people carried. 

“I have seen as fine scenery and 
stage settings on other shows, but when 
it comes to all-round bigness, such as 
horses, electric light plants and number 
of people carried, one would think it a 
circus instead ofa repertoire show. I’ve 
seen better shows, but none so large.”

Soubret Dale’s broken doll number, 
developed two comediennes in the chorus 
that could have held the stage indefinitely 
with their funny antics and realistic falls.

Admirable production, but this time 
without much in the way of dramatic 
material to justify it, is also seen in 
Theodore Komisarjesky’s treatment of 
Liliom, with Ivor Novello and Fay Comp- 
ton leading, at the Duke of York's. Both 
artists remain their own charming selves 
for lack of real characterization by the 
author, and all the producer’s skill can- 
not conceal the lack of artistic merit in 
this hollow piece, which failed once in 
London and is not worth reviving. 

Happy-Go-Lucky has had a most un- 
favorable press reception, for it is a 
sound show, quite as well staged as most 
musical comedies here and much better 
performed than many which the critics 
have handled kindly.

Paramount 
“Hotel Imperial” 
(Paramount) 


Film: 


This is the much touted new Pola 
Negri film which Famous Players has 
been making for some time. Since Miss 
Negri did Passion and came under the 
Famous banner she has not had a better 
vehicle, but this is not saying much since 
most of her American-made films have 
been so far below her talents. That 
Hotel Imperial is a good picture is hardly 
the case. It is merely a fair program 
movie without directorial touch, titles, 
scenes or acting to lift it out of the 
class commonly referred to as ordinary. 

Hotel Imperial has to do chiefly with 
the efforts of a hostelry swab (Miss 
Negri) to save the man she loves, an 
Austrian soldier The logical “motion 
picture” end, which, as logically, is ar- 
rived at for tMe fadeout, is the upsetting 
of the enemy’s plans by the waiter and 
his decoration for the feat after the Aus- 
trian army had marched to victory. It 
is all very uninspiring and banal. 

Mauritz Stiller directed, under the 
supervision of Erich Pommer, who was 
responsible for so many of the excellent 
Ufa pictures. In Hotel Imperial his skill 
has gone into Hollywood channels. Any 
other director could have done quite as 
well. There are occasional glimpses of 
artistic photographic effects. 

The picture is paddeed with bother- 
some details and is without militaristic 
action except for a few artificial bomb 
effects that look like a Fourth of July 
celebration in most any small town. Ex- 
terior scenes are far in the minority. 

Unusual stage presentations, prodigious 
in entertainment and “flash”, make up 
for any disappointment in the film fare.

A huge fan effect that opens at the 
beginning to reveal the entertainers, and 
closes at the finish, is employed with 
striking results. Eileen Hoyt sings a 
special number on the opening, and ap- 
pears later in song and dance routines. 
Stella Power, soprano soloist, thrills her 
hearers in selected numbers, and Rosa 
Polnariow plays the violin with charm. 
Both Miss Power and Miss Polnariow 
have appeared in Publix houses as “cur- 
tain” attractions.

Film: “A Little Journey” 
(Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer) 


A Little Journey turns out to be a 
little one, it is true, if the measurements 
of the film were to be taken, but it is a 
somewhat tiring trip for the eyes. What 
the film offers in the way of exciting or 
interesting sights as it wends its way is 
on the order of what one sees on a cross- 
country trip if the gaze is to be confined 
largely to the inside of the Pullmans. 

The action moves along with sprightli- 
ness, but this is due in part to the fact 
that about nine-tenths of it takes place 
on trains between New York and San 
Francisco. At the station in New York, 
when Julie Rutherford (Claire Windsor) 
is about to board the train to go to 
Frisco to marry a rich friend of the 
family in order to save them from social 
ruin, the romance that has its history in 
different States is hatched.

Equity Receives a “Hearty Shakehand” 

When Equity’s president, John Emer- 
son, was in Berlin last summer, attending 
the International Actors’ Congress, he 
met the writer of the following letter, and 
found him to be a most courteous, kindly 
and delightful old gentleman. Since then 
evil days have fallen upon the German 
language theater in Czechoslovakia. Back 
of the stumbling and muddled English of 
this letter is a real and genuine sorrow. 
It was addressed to “Dear Sir Emerson”, 
and read: 

“We forgot in Berlin to ask your kind 
help for the following thing: The German 
theaters in Tschechoslowakia are in great 
economical crisis. So the German thea- 
ter in Brunn lost its house, and we, the 
leaders of the movement, make our best 
for being useful to this stage, which was 
in all times a central point of art. Would 
it be possible to interest in your country 
some of the Germans in the U. S. A.? 
Perhaps you could organize amidst the 
Germans in your country a propaganda 
for this pur, vse. You can be sure of our 
eternal gratitude. 

“And so a heartly shakehand, 

“Yours, Der Prasident, 
“FRANZ WARSKOPF.” 

If members desire to contribute to the 
fund Mr. Emerson is raising to help these 
earnest people who are sorrowing for the 
loss of their theater, he will see that the 
contributions are forwarded promptly to 
them if sent to him at the Equity office. 


The Probationary Period 

The purpose of the seven-day proba- 
tionary period in production contracts is 
to give producers an opportunity to see 
whether they believe the actor is suitable 
to his part. This gives young or un- 
known players in New York or other pro- 
duction centers an opportunity which 
otherwise might not come their way, and 
it does not often injure the well-known 
performer. 

But there is the other side of the ques- 
tion which the managers are apt to for- 
get. The seven-day probationary period 
also gives the actor an opportunity to de- 
cide whether or not he is contented with 
the play and part, and, after that period 
has expired radical changes cannot be 
made in the play or part without running 
the risk of the actor appealing to Equity 
for release and its consent secured. 


A case in point occurred recently. A 
well-known actor rehearsed three weeks, 
including a dress rehearsal, and then the 
manager decided to add another act “with 
a punch”. The punch was there all right, 
but the actor decided he would far rather 
sacrifice the engagement than play it, 
since to him it was of an offensive nature. 
An appeal was made to Equity and the 
actor was sustained. 

We do not set ourselves up as critics 
of morals, but we do maintain that if an 
actor accepts a part upon certain legiti- 
mate presumptions, he should not be com- 
pelled to remain if these are funda- 
mentally altered. 

Under the laws of the State of New 
York, and of most other States, the actor 
who appears in a salacious play, as well 
as the managers and others responsible, 
is susceptible to arrest and imprisonment. 
We cannot, even if we would, compel a 
member to commit what he believes to be 
an offense against public morals.

Are You a “‘Mimp’’? 

From London, by way of The New York 
Evening Sun, has come a new word to 
describe a certain mental state. The 
word is “Mimp”, a noun, and The Sun, 
describing a typical specimen, says: 

“To him every play is either rotten or 
awfully good. The same lack of dis- 
scrimination applies to the actors. There 
are no shades of approval or analyses of 
qualities. The Mimp, however, may be 
thoughtful on other subjects.” 

Mimps have come into prominence in 
the London theaters, and their presence 
there is regarded with apprehension hy 
those interested in the welfare of the 
drama. 

But when you come down to it, are 
there not mimps amcng the actors them- 
selves? There are actors who can and 
do speak intelligently and with dis- 
crimination of their plays and fellow 
players, but how much more frequent is 
the sweeping condemnation or approval! 

It may be due to real enthusiasm or 
mental laziness, but it is not a good habit 
whatever its cause. To have a reason for 
our opinions indicates respect for our

What dramatic production is presented 
without the assistance of a musician? A 
emall percentage that I know of 
“Nearly every amateur performance has 
; its’. This may be overcome by 
music, using if possible only a pianist. 
No doubt there is someone in your cast 
playing a small part, who is a musician 
or singer. In almost every community 
can be found capable musicians available 
for your performance at a small expense. 
Music is essential to every dramatic 
production. I know of one organization, 
little theater group, whose performances 
nroved with “just a little music”. 


When I originally became acquainted 


its “wa

with this group, I attended several of 
their performances, and was bored by the 
stillness between the acts. They always 
wave a creditable performance, but some- 
ching was missing. Their only thought 
was about the actual production, and 
they considered nothing before or after 

I suggested some music, and later 
proueht in several pianists. The group 
wa finally satisfied with one gentle- 

n, who could play anything from opera 
to jazz. I played violin and occasionally 


rend red vocal solos betweeen the acts. 
If the cast wasn't ready, then another 
song or instrumental number was used. 
At the present time there are several 
vocalists on whom they can depend. 

At a number of places where this group 

is entertained, I learned that the audi- 

preferred community singing be- 
tween the acts; therefore, song sheets 
vere obtained, and I led them in singing 
the songs of yesterday and today. Surely 
this idea will appeal to those in suburban 
or rural communities. 

It has also been of value to use some 
priate music for a production. For 
example, a one-act play, written by a 

mber of the above-mentioned organi- 
zation, centers around the home life of a 


man and woman, with an occasional 
friendly spat. The scene opens with the 
pianist playing a few bars of Home, 
Sweet Home, the audience getting the im- 
pression of a quiet, peaceful home; then 


the unexpected happens, the man and his 
wife are heard quarreling off stage. The 
music of Home, Sweet Home, in this case 
gave the play a twist that created just 
the right atmosphere. If the play has a 
love theme then I would suggest a dreamy 
waltz. Every act should have some open- 
ing and closing music. There are enough 
musical publications in existence to fit any 
type of play. Some of the play publishers 
handle musie which can be used to ad- 
vantage, 

Suitable music, if played softly during 
Various scenes, so as not to drown the 
Voices of the performers, will add greatly 
to the production. 

Probably many of the amateur play- 
producing groups will have difficulty in 
Selecting the right kind of music for their 
pr luction. This can easily be accom- 
Dlished if one is acquainted with a mu- 
‘ian having a knowledge of classical and 
Do} ilar numbers, and who, no doubt, will 


gladly offer suggestions. Even if you 
have only a small repertoire to select 
fr with some thought, and after hav- 


ing id the play, you should have no 
im picking appropriate music for 
duction.

“I do not hesitate to say that I cannot 
agree with Dante that the public should 
be in on some of the secrets of magic. 
While one must admit that he does ad- 
vance some logical ideas it is my belief 
that it will not work out in magic. 

“Divulging to the public any magical 
secrets is much the same principle as re- 
vealing the fact to a child that there is 
no Santa Claus. The purpose of a magic 
show has ever been to puzzle and mystify 
and if we are to let the public know our 
secrets, old or new, it would rob them 
of the pleasure they receive in witnessing 
a mystery production. 


“It is possible the expose of some 
magical effects during a_ performance 
would stimulate the Interest of the 


amateur magician, but I do not believe the 
expose would have the same effect upon 
the general public, which pays its money 
to see a magic entertainment. 

“If we surround our performance with 
the same secrecy and mystery which our 
predecessors worked so hard to create, I 
firmly believe we are giving to the public 
what it demands in magic.”

magicians. 


Every city has its coterie of amateur 
magicians; hundreds of our towns and 
villages have their legerdemain artists 
who will some day be in the limelight of 
the magic world. What is needed more 
than anything else to fructify the seed 
planted in the mind of the amateur 
magician is the helping hand of the _Pro- 
fessional. 


Detroit was selected as the happy hunt- 
ing ground for such encouragement from 
Dante, the magician. As an added attrac- 
tion to his performance at the Regent 
Theater in Detroit the local assembly of 
the Society of American Magicians staged 
an “Amateur Magicians’ Night”, and a 
prize was awarded to the amateur con- 
jurer giving the best entertainment as a 
magician. The event was hailed as a 
huge success. 


That is what is needed in all our metro- 
politan centers; the idea could easily be 
extended to other towns and magic would 
receive an impetus that would mean 
much, not only to the professional ma- 
gician of today but the professional of 
tomorrow.

Publicity, Good and Bad 


{Condensed from remarks of Louis 
Wiley, business manager of The New 
York Times, at the Fortnightly Forum.] 

Whatever we may think of publicity, 
we live in an age of it. Publicity is most 
often associated with newspapers, be- 
cause news is the most interesting thing 
in the world and the publicity man’s 
ambition is to have:his output appear in 
the guise of legitimate news. Probably 
the publicity agent’s idea of heaven is to 
have all of his stories appear on the 
first page. 

The general topic tonight is Publicity, 
Good and Bad. Mich of it is very bad. 
Some of it is good and performs a useful 
service, I have no sympathy with those 
editors who cry out in denunciation of 
publicity as if they were helpless against 
the press agent’s wiles. The editors have 
the remedy in their hands. They dole 
out the manna upon which the publicity 
man—and let us not forget her, the pub- 
licity woman—feed, which is news space. 


‘It is in their power to compel the pub- 


licity representative to supply what is 
wanted or else ignore their matter. 

News editors are confronted daily with 
deciding when news items cease to be 
mere advertising of private firms and 
become news. Often readers are puzzled 
at seeing in the news columns of the best 
newspapers stories which seem to be un- 
blushing publicity for a company. The 
credulous-minded, whose numbers ap- 
parently increase when the mysterious 
subject of newspapers is’ discussed, 
frequently attribute such publicity to 
secret sinister influences. 

The test applied is solely whether the 
information in the news story is some- 
thing which, because of its general public 
interest, should be spread abroad. 

Good pyblicity makes complete, ac- 
curate news available. Bad publicity is 
propaganda, half truths or twisted news. 
It is a perfectly understandable thing in 
this complex, highly organized age that 
the publicity representative should per- 
form a useful, legitimate function. 

The evils of publicity arise as much 
out of the suppression of news as out of 
the manufacture of news. Too many pub- 
licity people think that their job is 
primarily to hush up unfavorable or 
harmful information. The sensible pub- 
licity representative will, of course, speak 
or write in the interests of his company, 
but he will see to it that accredited news- 
paper reporters obtain the full truth. 

The good publicity man will see to it 
that legitimate news is made before he 
puts it out. 

The substance of the whole subject is 
merely this—if so-called publicity is 
legitimate news it should be printed for 
the readers of the newspaper regardless 
of whether it benefits private interests or 
not. If it is not legitimate news then it 
should not be printed, regardless of who 
may be pleased to have it appear. To 
adopt any other policy is to break faith 
with the reading public—The T. P. R. 
0. A. Quill. 


STAGE EMPLOYEES 
& PROJECTIONISTS 


By ROY CHARTIER

ALL STOCK COMPANIES, including 
dramatic and burlesque, and taking in all 
so-called rep. shows, are to be compelled 
to post bond in advance of hiring stage 
employees to guarantee payment of sal- 
ary in case of failures, the International 
Alliance annouces. The equivalent of one 
week's salary for the entire crew will be 
demanded. 

The move to require the bond from 
stock companies follows the recent en- 
forcement of a similar measure for all 
New York legitimate shows and those 
that go on tour. For these, however, 
bond to the amount of two weeks’ is 
necessary. 

The alliance decided upon the bond 
regulation as a protection to their meme 
bers from fly-by-night managers and 
others who left shows with unpaid sal- 
aries. In New York, it is announced, the 
plan is working out in a highly satis- 
factory manner, with the better class 
and reputable managers favoring it. Un- 
less the bond is posted with the union, 
managers will be refused stage crews. 

For stock companies, the local unions 
wifl have full power over the bond regu- 
lation and will be custodian of the 
money.

The first work to reach Broadway from 
Professor Baker's Workshop since its 
transfer to Yale is hardly a distinguished 
contribution to the drama, but it is a 
generally diverting entertainment, broad 
t. the taste of the masses and practical 
to the pocketbook of its author. Here, 
in point, is the difference in opinion that 
brought about the parting of the ways 
between classic Harvard and the famous 
G. P. B., who thought better to turn 
out the majority of his classes as popu- 
lar playwrights of the contemporary 
theater than only—occasionally—possible 
Gramatists of the ages. 

But of Chicago—Maurine Watkins has 
calied her piece a satirical comedy. As 
exhibited at the Music Box, however, it 
is rather a farcical burlesque, the irony 
being keyed to such a point of incredi- 
bility that much of its caustic nature is 
cooled into mere funpoking. A truly 
masterful prolog of just a few seconds’ 
duration gives a vivid flash of a murder, 
melodrama at its best and not to be 
missed. The crime is then turned over 
to the degradations of the great Ameri- 
can public and its exclusive institution, 
the tabloid papers, to the certain proof 
of Miss Watkins’ keen sense of humor. 
From the X which marks the spot where 
the body was found, thru all the inanities 
of making front-page stuff and sob-sise 


ter stories for the home editions, the 
flashlights, the lawyers, the jury et al., 
to the vaudeville engagement offered to 
the “most beautiful murderess” after her 
acquittal, runs the play to the hilarious 
Satisfaction of all but a discriminating 
few. Those few find it a little too un- 
subtle, a little too much of a comic strip. 
And they find the boisterous sarcasm a 
bit monotonous, the caricature’ rather 
than character a bit tiresome, before it 
is all over. 

The cast and the way it has been di- 
rected is perhaps more responsible for 
this than the playwright, despite her un- 
aerscoring They plug it unmercifully 
and it is heavy—sometimes too slow— 
plugging at that. And then the playing 
is of the tongue-in-the-cheek, side-wink

cow Art dramatization, is yet an arty 
product that is far removed from any- 
thing which can be appreciated by the 
average theater audience. It is pice 
turesque, powerful, magnificent, often ir- 
resistibly fascinating, but its five long 


acts become tedious with the strain to 
understand the obscure and ever-shifting 
moods, the hugeness of the manifold 
tragedies that befall this tainted Russian 
family. f course it is bound to leave a 
feeling of depression. It would not be 
well done if it did not, but the majority 
of theatergoers are not pleased to be so 
dejected. 

In the acting perhaps the 
impresses most, and unfortunately, is the 
personal mannerisms of the individuals 
that make up the permanent company. 
No: that their characterizations and por- 
trayals are not generally superior, but 
they, of all players, should find some way 
of overcoming the little peculiarities of 
sreech, gesture or walk that mark them 
so definitely as Dudley Digges, Alfred 
Lunt and so on. Pygmalion and Ned

For some weeks considerable interest 
has been stimulated by the announce- 
ment of two new plays, both said to deal 
with American carnival show life and 
both titled Ballyhoo. Russell Janney’s 
piece, the work of Kate Horton, is the 
first to reach town, but the indications 
are that it wil furnish small competition, 
if, indeed, cut-rating can h4éld it on the 
boards long enough to furnish any, when 
Charles L. Wagner’s production of the J. 
K. Nicholson play, now retitled The 
Barker, comes in a week hence. 

The first Ballyhoo is not without its 
absorbing moments, especially in Act II, 
but for the most part it is badly handled 
in the writing, staging and playing. 
Tent show life is merely used as a back- 
ground, discouragingly lacking in the 
vitality that such locale affords. This 
is partly due to the author’s sketchy 
knowledge and partly due to the stag- 
ing. Richard Boleslavsky, so recently 
and so long of the Moscow Art Theater, 
is an odd choice as director of so essen- 
tially a native play. Furthermore, 
whereas he has hitherto shown such 
skill in the rudiments of direction and 
gained such effects with ensemble work, 
in this case he has made pretty much of 
a mess of stage positions Entrances 
and exits are weakly handled. Crosses 
ere difficult and groupings are out of 
balance. The fact that the stage is 
cluttered with props is no excuse, unless 
Boleslavsky was not permitted the power 
to eliminate and place them. 

Miss Horton's story does not deal with 
the essence of show life as does the very 
successful Broadway over at the Broad- 
hurst Theater, but rather goes in for 
romantic melodrama which she has 
chosen to set in the realm of tanbark 
and sawdust. In other words, the plot 
seems apart from the characters and the 
locale. But the greatest fault lies in the 
impossibility of the story itse’f Much 
of it is farfetched, especially the part 
wherein the society mother, considering 
her son's morality.and sexual slumber 
something to be deplored, deliberately 
plots his seduction by Starlight Lil, 
champion bronco buster of the visiting 
show. While such a circumstance may 
not be altogether impossible in rea! life, 
on the stage it will seem utterly prepos- 
terous and salacious to the majority of 
the public which we are pleased to con- 
sider is generally clean minded. True 
the twist is a surprise that makes the 
audience sit up and take notice, true it 
is sufficient to keep the story running for 
the three acts, but it is hardly worth 
while. 

Minna Gombell is not the best choice 
for the role of Starlight Lil. Her per- 
formance is pleasing, but she is not con- 
vincing because she is not of the worldly 
type that is needed. Eric Dressler does 
all that any actor could with the absurd 
part of the chaste young man, and Kath- 
ryn Givney, as the strange mother, re- 
mains at least attractive to lok at and 
well read. Morgan Wallace gives a pic- 
turesque mterpretation of the suave judge 
of the races, but his necessary character- 
ization makes the performance drag. He 
could still gain the effect of a drawl if 
he picked up his cues quicker but contin- 
ued his own speech at its present slow 
pace. The pink-tighted lady is made 
amusing by Adelaide Hibbard and little 
Arline Blackburn again scores in one of 
those objectionable child parts. Earle H. 
Mayne and Hugh O'Connell get what they 
can out of the oddly conceived cowpunch- 
ers and W. H. Post ts satisfactory except 
when conducting the ballyhoo, for which 
job he is entirely too weak. William 
Sellery and Louise Carter both overplay 
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to the point of being annoying and ridic- 
ulous. The banjo team of Frazier and 
Green supply sufficient noise and pleas- 
anter crooning upon demand and J. Kent 
Thurber does a bit inconspicuously. 
The James Reynolds settings and cos- 
tumes are colorful but hardly realistic.

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A Call to Action

The Tent and Repertoire Managers’ 
Protective Association once again is 
issuing a call to action. 

Things have not been flourishing 
around the headquarters of this body. 

The proposed fall meeting failed to 
come off. 

Voting to decide the time and place 
of the conference apparently did not 
enlist the interest that was expected 
of it. 

What’s worse, nobody thought of 
suggesting that tent and repertoire folk 
might have served two worthy ends in- 
stead of one by giving memberships in 
the T. R. M. P. A. as Christmas presents, 

However, altho the organization has 
not shown many signs of life in the 
last weeks, it is still alive and kicking. 

The kick has a justifiable objective 
in the show managers who are such 
poor business men that they won’t spend 
one or two hundred dollars a year in 
order to save or make several thousand; 
the men who realize they are being op- 
pressed, discriminated against and 
openly fought by unfair means, that 
they can do nothing singlehanded, and 
yet won't get together; the men who are 
slaves to mistrust, the men who promise 
their support and then fail to answer 
when they are called upon, the disin- 
terested managers, the self-centered 
ones who are afraid their small in- 
dividual interests mav be affected—and 
all the rest of the slackers. 

Yes, these are harsh words, but the 
time has come when soft phrases and 
mild admonishments no longer suffice. 

One showman has even been pro- 
voked to remark, with deserved sar- 
casm, that if it takes 30 members of 
the T. R. M. P. A. three or four months 
to cast their votes on the time and place 
of their next meeting, how long will it 
take the organization to act in a the- 
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atrical crisis calling for quick and dras- 
tic action? Judging by the way the 
voting has come out, he adds, there 
wouldn’t be any action. 

Let that sink in. 

Several weeks ago the operators of 
a chain of theaters in a section of the 
country where repertoire shows are 
very popular, but are being shut out of 
more towns each year, took over the 
road-show house in a town and closed it. 

They signed a 10-year lease on the 
playhouse at $500 a month. 

Even the poorest business man knows 
that no firm is going to pay out $500 a 
month unless it expects to get just as 
much or more in return, 

In other words, the theatergoers in 
this town must pay in the extra $500 
monthly at the movies—without getting 
anything for it. 

With the closing of the theater in 
question the repertoire company which 
had been booked to play there—and, by 
the way, it is one of the finest companies 
in the country, presenting regular 
Broadway plays—found itself without 
a house in that town. 

It could have gone to the people direct 
and stirred up enough public opinion to 
force the theater chain into reopening 
the house, but it happens that the rep- 
ertoire company is more or less de- 
pendent upon the combine for a large 
number of the houses in which it plays, 
so you can figure out for yourself what 
avould happen if the show tried to pro- 
test. 

That’s because this repertoire com- 
pany stands alone. 

If it were backed up by an organiza- 
tion—one as powerful in influence and 
in arguments on the people’s side as 
the theater combine is in money and 
playhouses—the shutting out of travel- 
ing shows could be stopped mighty 
quick. 

This is only one instance. 

There are hundreds of others just 
like it, and many more with different 
angles to them. 

With an organization, even if it is 
only 50 or 75 per cent strong, these 
stumbling blocks to the development of 
the tent and repertoire industry can be 
overcome without trouble. 

Three or four emissaries—public re- 
lations men who are capable of pre- 
senting the plain facts to the people in 
their respective territory—will do the 
trick. 

The men qualified to do this work 
can be had—and they won't cost much, 
considering what they will be worth. 

The work of these men must, of 
course, be backed up by similar efforts 
on the part of a central office, where a 
competent propagandist and one or two 
clerical assistants should be kept busy 
all the time sending out special and 
syndicated stories on behalf of the 
traveling shows and the predicament 
they are in. 

Once it is made plain to the drama- 
starved public that it can have spoken 
entertainment simply by demanding that 
the local theater owners and public of- 
ficials permit the shows to come in, the 
rest will be easy. 

The tent dramatic show is still prac- 
tically unknown to an overwhelming 
majority of the American public. An 
equal number would be surprised to know 
about the existence of the high-class 
traveling repertoire companies which use 
theaters and present the big New York 
hits. 

This is evident from the occasional 
feature story or article which maga- 
zines and newspapers publish under the 
evident impression that they are telling 
the world something mew and rare. 

So, the tent and repertoire industry 
will make very acceptable copy. 

Only a week ago Helen Black, special 
writer in The Rocky Mountain News, 
of Denver, gave two full columns, with 
a four-column streamer head, to a story 
about tent shows. The writeup, it has 
been learned, was based on information 
obtained over the telephone from J. C. 
Colgrove, of Harrison & Colgrove, and 
for a telephone interview it was pretty 
good, even if it did get twisted on some 
facts. 

To return to the point, President 


George C. Roberson, of the T. R. M. P. 
A., thru an announcement which ap- 
pears in the Repertoire department of 
this issue, has sent out another call for 
the managers to show some action. 

It may be the last call that will be 
sounded. 

The tent and repertoire men had bet- 
ter respond now — OR FOREVER 
SUFFER IN SILENCE. 


The Mayor’s Ultimatum 


Mayor Walker's ultimatum to the pro- 
ducers of indecent shows on Broadway 
has echoed in hundreds of newspapers 
thruout the country. 

If proof were still needed at this late 
date to convince the New York man- 
agers that the public at large does not 
want filth, the present instance should 
provide it in conclusive quantity. 

The country outside of the metropolis 
is singularly interested in the health of 
Broadway productions, because the big 
city is its source of supply in legitimate 
theatrical entertainment. 

For some time now the source has not 
been turning out a sufficient supply of 
material that is clean and wholesome 
enough to be acceptable. 

So the provinces have good reason to 
be concerned Over the New York drama 
situation. 

They have had their eyes on Broad- 
way’s gutter tendencies, and have won- 
dered when the city authorities would 
call a halt. 

Now that it has come, there seems to 
be general relief. 

The Mayor’s method of going at the 
situation is both intelligent and fair. 

He gives the producers a chance to 
ward off legal censorship by cleaning 
up from within. ‘ 

There is no need for Federal censor- 
ship, play juries or anything of the 
kind. 

Public opinion is, after all, the most 
efficient censor of all. 

When public opinion manifests itself 
strongly and nationally against certain 
forms of amusement, that should be the 
producers’ cue to put on a new record. 


Trend of Terpsichore 


The trend of terpsichore in this coun- 
try is toward the rougher and rougher. 

It has reached the point where the 
owner of a social and amusement hall 
in Indianapolis recently applied for an 
injunction to restrain a local lodge from 
holding dances on the premises. 

The landlord contended that the 
gyrations of the followers of the 
Charleston, the College Hop and the 
Black Bottom dances were sufficient to 
sock and eventually wreck his building. 

A doctor from the Middle West also 
has claimed that the tendency to slouch 
which is so prevalent among the youth 
of today, and which sometimes goes so 
far as to give out the impression of 
physical deformity, is the direct result 
of fanatic indulgence in modern dances. 


The Subsidized Stage 


The United States, for a nation that 
is as wealthy as this one of ours is 
reputed to be, shows unbelievable pov- 
erty when it comes to establishing gov- 
ernment subsidized theaters, not only 
for the entertainment of the people, but 
also in the interest of education and 
better citizenry. 

Even the European countries, many 
of which are still carrving the scars of 
war and internal strife, are making 
Uncle (Dollar) Sam look like a piker 
in this respect. 

In Germany, this season, the cities 
and States subsidized the municipal and 
State theaters and operas to the extent 
of $10,000,000. Berlin alone spends 
about $1,900,000 a season to disseminate 
kultur from the stage, while Cologne, 
Duesseldorf, Dresden and Munich each 
spend a half million or close to ‘it,

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to refer to the fact that most circus 

owners who may by chance read this 
will undoubtedly give vent to that well- 
known bromide: “This is my circus, 
where is yours?” 

Very true, but at the same time many 
circus owners have seen the handwriting 
. +he wall and have paid little or no at- 
tenti n to it. Whatever is the matter 
with the cireus can be speedily remedied 
if owners will pay a little attention to the 
future. keep abreast of the times, 
relegate old-fashioned ideas that have 
been in vogue for generations and give 
the public something new under the “big 
yn". The really successful showmen of 

past decade have been newcomers 
ho have had farsightedness enough to 
part from old customs and invent and 
corporate in their performances new 
acts and new features and do away with 
the old that have become so common that 
they fail to win the faintest applause or 
create the slightest thrill. The trouble 
with the circus for one thing is that it 
has in a way lost its appeal to the 
younger and the older generation alike. 
People nowadays take their circus menu 
much as they do their moving pictures. 
They do not talk over the coming of the 
cireus for days ahead, nor do they count 
the days before they can get up at day- 
licht and see the circus train come in. A 
secant handful now gathers at the un- 
loading crossings to see the circus detrain. 

The kids even know just how it is done, 
and were it not for the fact that they 
were looking for a chance to get a job 
to see the show free they would not be on 
hand. 

Around the breakfast or dinner table 
the family now debates whether or not 
they will attend the show just as they do 
regarding attending the movie. Shows 
make a mistake in visiting the same 
towns too often. One circus may play a 
certain section or city one season to big 
business. Every other circus hears of 
it and the next season most of them 
break their necks to be first there, but 
cireus patrons have had a surfeit of 
shows for a year at least and to the 
begging youngster who would coax 
mother and father into going they are 


Ps refer it will be well in beginning 
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greeted with, “No, children, you can't go 
this year; you saw a circus last year and 
they are all alike Wait till another 
year and there may be something new 
come along.” 


HAT’S the answer. Shows are all 

alike. Same old clowns, same old 

aerial performances, same side show, 
same freaks—not a change in the pro- 
gram. Same old concert, same old parade 
and same old advertising on the bill- 
boards that has been used for years. 
There are some circuses that have been 
in the same towns every year for so 
many years that natives can call the per- 
formers and officials by their first names. 
The downfall of one of the best 25-car 
shows that ever toured the Northwest 
was due to the fact it had played the 
same territory for more than 20 years 
with the same people and the same per- 
formance until the public had tired see- 
ing them. Along came a show from the 
East, with new faces and new features, 
and in two years they had not only run 
this show out of its territory but had 
actually caused it to quit business. The 
same thing is going to happen in the 
East, and some shows that were in the 
South last fall found out to their sorrow 
they had carried the pitcher to the well 
once too often. Here we had the spectacle 
of a section visited in four years by the 
same shows every fall, not one at a time, 
but three of them in one season. Not 
much wonder people in that section had 
sickened of circuses and wanted to be 
let alone. 


The only way to remedy existing condi- 
tions in the South is to pass up this 
territory for a period of two years at 
least, till the people again acquire a cir- 
cus appetite. This will force circuses to 
curtail their season, but shows can re- 
main in the North till late in the fall 
and then close with more money than by 
spending another month in the South and 
dropping money at every stand. When 
the South is ripe it is the best show sec- 
tion in the country, but it has been 
“showed to death”, The low price of cot- 
ton has put the real circusgoer in debt 
and it is going to be several years before 
he will have caught up and have much 
money he can call his own. 
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The Status of the Circus Businesse+s. sercer sum 


HERE may be any number of causes 
that keep people away from the cir- 
cus. Some shows that were in the 

East report conditions the worst in years. 
Particularly was this noticeable in the 
cotton-milling districts. Some __ cotton 
mills are shut down for good. Two rea- 
sons are assigned for this—women and 
cheap labor in the South. The first is an 
unusual one, but any cotton mill man will 
tell you women of the present era are 
not using the customary cotton articles, 
being content with only silk and a new 
substitute that is being manufactured in 
the North and which has aided in put- 
ting cotton mills out of business. Some 
are installing the machinery necessary 
to produce this new material and will 
resume operations. Many cotton mill 
owners in the North realize they have 
wasted millions in years past in paying 
freight on cotton shipped from the South, 
and the high wages demanded by the 
operatives, in a vain effort to compete 
with the Southern manufacturer who has 
his cotton brought from the field right to 
the door of his mill and can employ in 
his mills cheaper labor and keeps his 
wage scale at a figure less per head than 
his Northern competitor. Many Northern 
manufacturers are moving south and 
more will follow suit. 

But this will not be of great benefit 
to show people. Mill towns in the South 
are not always good show towns. Per- 
sons earning $2.50 a day after keeping 
up the house and purchasing the neces- 
sities of life have little to spend for 
amusement, and the farsighted mill 
owner has seen to it that they have free 
movies for entertainment. Speaking of 
wages paid in the South, only recently a 
paper in a Georgia city carried an ad for 
men to work at laying a pipe line, pay 
20 cents an hour, and another city makes 
a bid for industries for the reason that 
it has the lowest wage scale of any city 
in the country. Cheap labor means cheap 
living, cheap clothes, cheap food and 
little money to spend for circuses or any 
other form of amusement. 


OW as to automobiles. Much can be 
said for and against them. Years 
ago before their general use they 
were a benefit to the circus. They 


brought in people from the outlying dis- 
tricts and the farmer who formerly con- 
sumed a whole day in his yearly visits 
to the circus could do a day's work, eat 
his supper at home and cranking up his 
flivver make the 20 miles to the circus 
in time to witness the onening of the side 
show. People then paid cash for their 
cars. Of late years one with a few dol- 
lars down can secure almost any make of 
automobile and pay for it on time. This 
has placed cars in the hands of the 
masses and persons who could not afford 
them have bought them right and left. 
Every section of the country suffers from 
too much “automobilization”. The owners 
come to town as of yore. They bring 
their families to see the street parade, if 
any, and then they drive home again. If 
they come at night, they park their cars 
on the main streets or at the show- 
grounds, meet up with friends, have a 
nice chat, maybe all the time seated in 
their cars, and, after they have listened 
to the circus band, drive home again. If 
the showground happens to be a fair- 
ground, a goodly percentage spend the 
evening encircling the track, motoring 
and speeding to the music of the band 
which the circus owner is obliged to 
furnish. 


“Now, children,” says the man with a 
ear, “which would you rather do, sit for 
two hours in that hot circus tent, or take 
a nice long ride in the car?” The children 
want the circus but the parents know the 
money they would pay to see the circus 
is needed for the next installment on the 
car and for gas and new tires, and they 
make the kids the goat. So in a way the 
automobile has become a detriment to 
the circus—the boll weevil to the business. 


NOTHER factor in keeping patrons 

away fromesthe circus is the radio. 

Here also the installment plan 
figures. One can secure a set and pay 
for it as he earns the money and those 
who have sets and the fever care not for 
the coming of the biggest show in the 
country, as long as they can sit in their 
parlor and make efforts to get New York 
or Timbuktu. The “static’® is as much 
music to their ears as the best circus

More than three plasters 
hurt; that is, when put over one after 
the other, or the first one turned bottom 
up and gone thru backwards, which ac- 
counts for four sheets that one cannot 
tell one from the other. This brings to 
mind an incident. Myself and a friend 
took in an entertainment. An orchestra 
made an opening. They put over three 
nerve wreckers, and we thought the 
leader turned one sheet upside down, but 
it sounded the same anyway. Next day 
I asked my friend how he liked the or- 
chestra. He replied: “They were all 
right, but they should have changed the 
pieces once in a while anyway.” 


Jazz is all right if one does not get 
too much of it at one time. One longs 
for the days when a mixed program was 
put over, when one selection would wake 
one up, another would make one dream, 
still another would make a fellow want 
to laugh or sing. Now, after a fellow 
does a modern concert, he is about ready 
to ficht with his best friend, his nerves 
are so badly tortured. 

A few years ago we had the one step, 
taken from the original Southern “blues 
that the colored folks used to enloy so 
much. Then came “jazz. and now we 
have the Charleston that is only a 
takeoff on the good old buck and wing 
dance. All oricinated by the fun-loving, 
and sometimes happy. colored folks 

You have heard the birds sing, you 
have also heard humans trying to imi- 
tate them. Which is the pleasantest, the 
real thing or the imitation?

Small-Town Theater Managers 


Charleston, S. C., Jan. 3, 1927. 
Editor The Billboard: 

It is with interest that I read the arti- 
cle on page 5 in the issue of January 1, 
on “Straight Movies,” etc., and desire to 
comment on it. I am in a position to en- 
dorse a great deal of what it says, as I 
am one of the strugglers dealing with 
movie houses. I am doing an act as a 
special added attraction for the picture 
houses, and present it in connection with 
the picture program, as you will note on 
the enclosed dodger, as a booster to get 
business, working in most instances on a 
percentage proposition. 

I find, as a whole, that the managers 
of the small-town movies do not manifest 
very much interest in their business. They 
nearly all run it as a sideline, being 
grocers, carpenters, butchers, etc., and 
they deal with the movie house in an 
eleventh-hour manner. When I present 
to them thg idea of a special added at- 
traction it goes over their head, and when 
they do book me they seem to think that 
is the end of their interest, and they do 
not come near the theater until time to 
open up 

IT have stood at the door when a patron 
has come along to xo in and he would 
savy to the manager: “Say, Hen, what is 
that extra vou got on for tonight?” To 
which the manager replies: “Don't know, 
Mr. Brown; some kind of an act. A 
fellow is going to show how pictures 
are made, but I don’t suppose he kin do 
Sg 

Then I have played some managers 
who have really worked hard to put it 
over, and it resulted in a poor house be- 
cause the people in some small towns 
don't seem to care if vaudeville comes 
along or not. They rarely patronize his 


pictures, and say they are tired of seeing 
pictures all of the time, yet when he of- 
fers them something different they don’t 
seem to appreciate his efforts 

Here is an instance: A manager with 
whom I booked on Wednesday last was 
so pleased with the act he gave me book- 
ings for the remainder of the week at 
different towns where he either had an 
interest in the house or got the manager 
to book it, and told me of a town where 
we all would make big, as they had not 
had anything in pictures or anything else 
since September last. It was January 1, 
a holiday, a Saturday night. He espe- 
cially got a Tom Mix picture for the oc- 
casion, and worked and billed the sur- 
rounding towns with some special print- 
ing for the occasion. The theater was a 
little above the average in appointments, 
with stage, etc., and the people in town 
that night knew all about it, but the at- 
tendance was one of the worst I ever 
experienced. 

The small-town people, in a measure, 
don’t care anything about amusement. 
They will walk miles for a church meet- 
ing, they will attend any kind of a card 
party, any school event, but. in some 
towns. blazing forth that a vaudeville act 
will be given in addition to the picture 
show, with no advance in prices, doesn't 
turn a hair on their head 

Not until managers learn to be mana- 
gers; until they learn that the theater 
needs just as much attention as their 


grocery store; that they can, thru educa- 
tion, reach the people and make them 
want to come to their theater, and turn 
out big when they book any special added 


attraction, will any benefit come to mana- 
ger, road show or theater 

This is my fourth season out with this 
act. I have played the big spots as well 
as the small ones, and want to say that 
in all my time I have never seen condi 
tions as bad here in the South as they 
are at present. Some attribute it to the 
low price of cotton. That may be so, but 
lack of Interest on the part of the mana- 
ger is one of the chief reason

When Bertha, the Sewing-Machine Girt, 
first found its way out of manuscript 
form, it was a 10-20-30c melodrama. 
That was long ago, however. From it, 
largely because it gained a name for it- 
self, the Fox organization has made an 
average picture, dressed in a modern way 
and directed in a modern way. 

Until the characters are drawn and the 
background properly laid, it is something 
like the average society drama of the 
movies, clothed in extravagant scenes for 
those parts where the models display 
lingerie and the buyer entertains lavishly 
at a roadhouse. Bertha is a sewing- 
machine girl for about 10 feet at the 
start of the picture. By stages she be- 
comes telephone operator, model, kid- 
naped girl and wife of the lingerie com- 
pany’s owner. 

About the middle of the picture it be- 
comes interesting. The melodramatic 
flavor starts at this point, is kept muffled 
toward the finish, then breaks out in the 
approved fashion, when the impeccable 
lingerie company manager is caught in 
New York harbor in a fast boat race by 
cops and the swain of the kidnaped 
model. 


Highlights in the film are few. It goes 
along in the usual way without creating 
especially tense moments.

band when they become dyed-in-the-wool 
radio fans. 

People have not become tired of the 
circus. It always was and always will 
be a great outdoor amusement, but they 
have become tired of a steady diet and 
want a change. Chicken fs fine, but 
chicken every day becomes nauseating 
and one even relishes a dish of beans for 
a change. Circuses must change their 
billings and their performances if they 
expect to continue to attract the public. 

We have seen an illustration of this 
in the past few years. From compara- 
tive obscurity there has emerged a show 
that has set the country talking and in 
a short space of time has taken a 
prominent place much to the surprise of 
older heads who paid little or no atten- 
tion to the show. Its success wis made 
because it gave circus fans something 
new—something they had never seen be- 
fore. The show intreduced a “spec.” that 
was the talk of patrons in cities and 
towns visited. It presented animals in 
stunts that made patrons gasp. It showed 
free more animals than many other 
shows an@ forced other showmen to 
duplicate some of the amazing stunts. 

This show has a second show on the 
same order that is doing a good business 
also. Other showmen have found it dif- 
ficult to give these two shows successful 
opposition and it has led them to resort 
to a kind of warfare that may prove @ 
boomerang. These two shows and an- 
other show of the same class in the West 
are hard to “buck”, as some who have 
tried it have found out. The secret of 
the success of these showmen is due to 
no other fact than that they gave the 
public something new and it did not take 
lone for the public to realize this fact, 
and the public, following the example of 
those who discovered a man who made 
the best mouse trap, wore a path to the 
front door. 

As to the street parade, there is one 
show that does not need it. Other shows 
have endeavored. to convince the public 
that their shows are so meritorious they 
can dispense with this feature. 


‘is must be new methods in bil- 
ling. Another writer has ably dis- 
cussed this subject, and in an article 
some years ago I also predicted that the 
circus of the future would be compelled 
to use more newspaper and less billboard 
Space. Circus paper posted on commercial 
boards, sandwiched between cigaret and 
clothing ads is wasted. Likewise so is 
the paper posted on back-street “daubs” 
and in alleys. Then the price of a show- 
ing for two weeks is almost prohibitive 
and the locations do not warrant the ex- 
penditure. I know a medium-sized show 
that spent more than $400 to get a show- 
ing In a big city this summer and on 
arriving there not a sheet was visible in 
the business section. The agent spent 
about $80 each with the newspapers. He 
fot a poor showing and absolutely no 
publicity till the day of the show, when 
the papers, realizing there was a real 
ow in the city, sent men and photog- 
rapers and gave the show plenty of pub- 
licity, too late, however, to do any good. 
Now would it not have been better to 
have used banner locations along the 
main streets, even if they had to be paid 
for, and to have given the papers the 
money wasted on billposting? 
Page ads could have been used and 
a Publicity secured for this 
amouw 


Circus paper posted in the country is 
practically wasted. It takes a special 
brigade and the cost of local trucks to 
bill, and who sees it but people speeding 
by in autos with their minds on their 
cars and their eyes on the scenery, and 
the farmer boy whose father has tickets 
for the family for the privilege of having 
his barn covered? It costs money to run 
an advance car with its crew of billers 
and lithographers, to say nothing of the 
paper itself. If circuses would cut out the 
wall display and confine themselves to 
banner hits and the newspapers, it would 
require only a few men ahead—a brigade 
of say four men and three press agents, 
the latter a week apart. If the news- 
papers were made to understand that it 
was to be left to them to create interest 
in the coming of the circus, and they were 
to receive practically all of the money 
expended in advance, they would not fail 
to respond and open up their columns to 
the agents. 

They are doing splendidly now—what 
would they do if the circus tripled their 
expenditures? It is nothing for a circus 
to receive at the front door as many 
as 500 passes for lithographing and post- 
ing in the country. In case of opposition 
it can be said that shows often play most- 
ly to paper. A small percentage of pass 
holders purchase reserved seats and there 
is no way to get back any of the money 
the passes represent. Passes tendered 
newspapers are productive of much good 
and are never begrudged. It’s the pass 
holder other than newspapers and city 
officials that always make trouble for 
the front-door man and the show. There 
is hardly a city in the country but what 
has along its main street some vacant 
walls that can be bannered. If not low 
down, high up in the air. One of these 
big banner locations practically bills the 
city, particularly if it is along the line 
of street cars and stares all in the face 
as pedestrians pass. Such a “hit” in 
Chattanooga last fall billed a show better 
than all of the paper posted on the dead 
walls and billboards. Most such locations 
can be secured for tickets. It is cheap 
billing even when there is a money con- 
sideration. 


RESS agents have not until recently 

written stories of human interest. 

Too many have tried to swallow a 
dictionary and a book of adjectives and 
submit copy that can be understood and 
words pronounced only by the highbrows. 
When I first started as a reporter many 
years ago, the city editor told me the 
fellow who had a penny or two was the 
one who bought and read the paper, and 
that I was to write my stuff so that he 
could understand it, leaving the high- 
brow stuff and the jaw-crackers to the 
editor, and I never forgot it. Human in- 
terest stories with cuts go over and 
editors want them. There never was a 
time when it was as easy to get real 
circus stories in the daily press as the 
present. 

Cuts made from lithos will go begging 
in newspaper offices just as do stories 
that deal with the glories of the circus 
written in exaggeration and with no 
human interest. Pictures of animals or 
youngsters, or even a trained pig, go 
over better. Tell the people truthfully 
thru the press what you have, use stories 
about the people with the show, how big 
the street parade is, how many animals 
the show really has, how animals are 
trained, etc. This is good publicity and 
goes over with the editor. An editor in 
New Bedford, Mass, is running this 


winter in his Sunday rotogravure section 
pictures of circus life taken last summer, 
when a circus was on Cape Cod, entirely 
unsolicited but recognized as of interest 
to his readers even in the off season. 
There is no reason why circuses should 
not be able to make an amicable division 
of territory. Opposition is costly and can 
be avoided. There is plenty of territory 
for all shows if they did not all try to 
hog the same section at the same time. 
In former days the Ringling and the 
Barnum shows took turns playing the 
East. The year the former came east 
the other went west. This arrangement 
could not, probably, be successfully car- 
ried out at this time, but there is no 
necessity for say four shows being in one 
section at the same time. Our States are 
all big enough that each circus man could 
lay out his route, submit it to the others 
and then arrangements made so the 
shows would not conflict. It might be 
necessary to swap towns or give the 
other fellow perhaps a little the best of 
it as to big towns or cities, but this 
method would do away with costly op- 
position and save circus owners money 
that is now wasted in useless opposition. 


PEAKING of opposition this article 
would not be complete without ref- 
erence to a condition which existed 

during the latter part of the 1926 season 
and which has, to the know of those in 
the game, resulted in causing the aggres- 
sors to spend plenty of money in a vain 
effort to damage a few opposition shows. 
Every town or city played by these shows 
was flooded with propaganda charging 
everything against the other show in 
question but highway robbery and actual 
murder. Attorney generals of the State 
and license officials were appealed to to 
make the license fees prohibitive, the in- 
fluence of the Ku Klux Klan was even 
invoked in one State against one show 
and mayors and chiefs of police were 
asked to keep the shows ih question out 
of their cities. The newspaper officers 
and city editors were bombarded with 
supposed genuine afternotices reflecting 
on the character of the shows. One paper 
was asked to run a display ad stating 
that “Circus Day Has Been Postponed”, 
the date given as that when another show 
would exhibit in the city. 

The business manager in all fairness 
to the first show in refused to run the 
ad and the other show lost out with the 
paper. In visiting newspaper offices dur- 
ing the last three months of the season 
I found there was not a single newspaper- 
man but had consigned the propaganda 
to the waste basket and had looked upon 
it simply as opposition material in which 
they cared to take no part. The hotbed 
of opposition was in a Georgia city where 
for a month literature was mailed in 
daily to the mayor, the president of the 
W. Cc. T. U. and the ministers. Copies 
were mailed to the secretary of the 
American Legion also with a request that 
he read them at one of the meetings. This 
he did_and by a rising vote every member 
promised to attend the performance in 
a body. 

The show with the so-called bad reputa- 
tion made the town and the chief of 
police went on record in a newspaper by 
stating it was the cleanest circus yet to 
play there. The circus man who ad- 
vocates a higher license for any show 
and who succeeds in making another 
show pay it is almost certain to be nicked 
for the same amount on his next ap- 
pearance in the city. Once officials find 
they can collect an exorbitant license fee 


from one show they have tasted blood 
and they are not going to spare the 
next. To my mind such opposition has 
been farcical and has done harm only 
to the shows that originated it. Public 
sentiment is usually with the underdog. 
The only thing that kept people away 
from the shows being persecuted was 
the unfavorable weather. This the op- 
position had no hand in. 

What is needed in the circus business 
today and in the future is less opposition, 
a better feeling between circus owners 
and a disposition to play the game fair 
and avoid contention and strife. ‘The 
time is koming, and it is not far distant, 
when the young men in the circus busi- 
ness today will have arrived at the point 
where they can get together, work on 
a mutual basis, divide territory, relegate 
those who cannot trot the fast pace set 
and there will be a new era in the circus 
business, less opposition, a perfect un- 
derstanding between the owners and— 
the street parade.

PAWNEE BILL has issued an appeal 
to the people of the United States to 
condemn the proposed buffalo hunt on 
Antelope Island in Great Salt Lake 
There are too many buffaloes there, and 
it is proposed to kill off all but a few 
by turning loose at a fixed time a lot 
of “hunters” to slaughter them for the 
sport of it. That is unnecessary if it is 
only proposed to get rid of them. They 
could be killed for their meat and hides, 
just as range cattle are, and with no 
more difficulty. They are as tame as 
eattle. One might as well seek sport 
by going out upon a cattle range and 
shooting steers, if that sort of slaughter 
could be designated sport. 

Once there were 50,000,000 buffaloes 
on the plains and in the mountain val- 
leys. They were ruthlessly slaughtered 
for their hides, worth but $2 each. While 
that was an economic waste, because 
they were good for food and such speedy 
disposal of them was not at that time 
required.in order to give room for the 
more highly desirable range cattle, yet 
that room was eventually nee ded, and 
the buffaloes would*have been compelled to 
get out of the way. Putting them out of 
the way as an economic measure, de- 
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manded by the advance of civilization, 
however, would have been a very differ- 
ent thing from slaughtering them like 
sheep in the name of sport. 

Some score of years ago the exter- 
mination of the buffalo was lamented. 
He was classed with the dodo bird and 
the carrier pigeon as something of wild 
life that had gone forever. But in a 
number of places breeding and protection 


were undertaken, until now there are 
more buffaloes than can be cared for 
economically, and they must be thinned 


out. That should be done in a proper 
and economic way. Our natural killer 
instinct is working overtime as it is, and 
needs no such stimulatlYon.—The San 
Bernardino Sun. 

ARDMORE, OKLA.—Few and far be- 
tween are the Oklahoma ranchers who 
sport an individual saddle horse for each 
and every day in the week. Yet that is 
the olden-day measure of comfort and 
affluence by which the rancher figured 
against retirement. J. H. Dillard, old- 
time rancher, of Ardmore, is proud of 
his grandson, Floyd Dillard, now 10 


‘years old; sd is Floyd’s dad. Thus Floyd 


rides forth on a pinto of a Monday, 
uses a Shetland on Tuesday, has a gaited 
chestnut for Wednesday and, if he feels 
like it, may “break out” a new 
one for his Thursday’ constitutional. 
For Floyd Dillard, who, at 10, is trying to 
ape Will Rogers, is passionately fond of 
horses. 

During the recent rodeo at the New 
Garden, New York, several dudes fell 
for “Cub” Dillard’s new saddle horse. 
Floyd Randolph, who had charge of the 
tingling stables there, wanted to sell the 
animal. “Naw,” said Dillard; “if he’s 
really that good we'll just ship him back 
home for the boy.” So now little Floyd 
Dillard has a five-gaited saddler from 
one .of the best stables of the Southern 
States to ride—well, maybe, he'll try rid- 
ing out some on Friday. The paddock at 
the Dillard ranch near Ardmore, when 
little Floyd’s saddle horses stand at 
picket line, resembles the conditioning 
tent of a circus. For he has one for 
every day in the week—and he has the 
best 

Floyd Dillard, now in school, plans to 
go on the stage next year with Bobbie 
Calen, the trick and fancy roper, rider 
and horsehandler. Last summer, on a 
tour of the Southern theaters, Floyd ap- 
peared for the first time in his life as 
an actor, with the Calen group of play- 
ers—Calen, Bert Davis, John Johnston, 
Bill Wildman and the Calen trained 
horses. Floyd, who looks exactly like 
his father, dresses exactly like that 
ranchman, boots, hat, silk shirt and all 
the trappings. He twirls a rope that ap- 
pears to be alive. His tricks with the 
loop have kept the elder Calen, a past 
master, guessing. “Cub” Dillard never 
misses a chance to take his 10-year-old 
son to see Will Rogers, and, with him, 
visits rodeos from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific slope. He says he means to give 
Floyd a chance to see the best “hands” 
work with the lariat. Floyd Dillard was 
born in a sod shanty, a line house of the 
ranch, in a day before oil came to Ard- 
more and put the good things of life in 
reach of the father, who now provides 
his son with a saddle horse for every day 
in the week.

200 representatives of 82 county and dis- 


trict fairs met at the Republican Hotel here for the 20th annual convention. and 
it was one of the most enthusiastic and constructive conventions ever field by the 


Wisconsin Fair organization. 
the association. 

The first business session was held 
Tuesday afternoon, when Arthur W. 
Prehn, of Wausau, president of the Wis- 
consin Association of Fairs, called the 
meeting to order. In order to get down 
to business as soon as possible it was 
decided to dispense with the reading of 
the minutes. 

The annual address of the president 
was the first event. and in his talk Presi- 
dent Prehn thanked members for the 
splendid co-operation accorded him dur- 
ing the time he has been in office He 
outlined briefly the accomplishments of 
the organization during the past year, and 
urged members to co-operate even more 
closely during the coming year. 

V. G. Becker, of the inspection de- 
partment of the Aetna Insurance Com- 
pany, gave a talk on Public Liability In- 
surance, treating the subject from the 
viewpoint of the fair secretary, and point- 
ing out many facts often overlooked by 
fair managers. He urged fair men to 
co-operate with insurance companies, and 
to make sure that they understand fully 
the contract of the policy. He compli- 
mented the men on the progress made by 
the organization. 

Games of Skill Versus Paddle Wheels 
was the subject of F. C. Borcherdt, Jr., 
of Manitowoc, vice-president of the : 
sociation. He pointed out the public dis- 
favor of the game of skill and the great 
Satisfaction obtained from the game of 
chance or the “paddle wheel”, 

“The American people as a whole like 
to take a chance,” Mr. Borcherdt de- 
clared. “They like to take a chance 
when they have something to win. But 
9 times out of 10 they have nothing to 
win in the so-called ‘games of skHl’. Fair 
men will have greater success when they 


patronize reliable concessionaires who 
give the people something for their 
money.”’ 


Following his talk delegates engaged 
in a discussion of “games of skill” and 
“games of chance”, and the convention 
went on record as opposed to the former.

TORONTO, Can., Jan. 7.—Canada’s 
largest playground, “Sunnyside”, has cost 
a lot of money, the total expenditures 
beng $2,220,019. It is expected when the 
report for 1926 Is made, operation will 
show a balance on the right side. The 
reclamation of the Sunnyside area was: 
begun in 1915, and the total area com- 
prises 59 acres, which is owned by the 
city. 

The Harbor Commission owns the bath- 
ing pavilion, restaurant, ball parks, con- 
cession area and parking stations. The 
buildings, less equipment owned by the 
Commission, cost $1,018,069. The res- 
taurant equipment called for expenditure 
of $20,104. The Harbor Commission op- 
erates all the amusement devices. Some 
of the buildings in the concession area 
are owned by the concessionaires. The 
leases owned by the Sunnyside Amuse- 
ment Company run for 21 years. There 
are some 50 different concessionaires op- 
erating, the majority of them paying 15 
per cent of their gross receipts up to 25 
per cent to the Commission. 

A daily report is prepared for each 
amusement, showing gross collection, per- 
centage accruing to the Commissioners 
and the amount going to the concession- 
aires. The summary shows that the 
pavilion restaurant and bathing pavilion 
have not paid when the operating ex- 
penses and depreciation are deducted 
from the receipts. The restaurant has 
only twice shewn a profit, and last year 
the bathing pavilion had a net profit of 
more than $1,000. The concession area, 
however, is a paying proposition, and each 
year it has shown a big profit. The 
Sunnyside Flyer is the most popular 
amusement device according to financial 
returns, with the dodgem as_ second 
favorite and the merry-go-round third.

able, with some amendments to the gen. 
eral suggestions. 

As finally adopted, the plan provides 
for active membership of each county and 


district fair board under the previous 
plan, but with the dues cut from $10 to 
$5. In addition, officers, directors and 


stockholders are permitted to hold indi- 
vidual membership at a fee of $2. Such 
members, tho having a voice in the de- 
liberations of the convention, have no 
vote. In addition, representatives of 
booking agencies or members of allied 
trades will be permitted membership 
at $5 annually. They will have no vote. 

J. A. Terry, of Laporte, suggee sted that 
the association use its influence in hav- 
ing the Governor appoint fair men to 
members of the State Board of Agricul- 
ture instead of having a predominance of 
cattle breeders. 

Mr. Classen | a report of the man- 
ner in which the Crown Point Fair had 
grown in the past few years. He said a 
few years ago the annual budget called 
for an expenditure of between $6,000 and 
$9,000, and that last year the budget 
called for $40,800, and eventually will 
eall for $75,000. He said the fair was 
out of debt and making money, all be- 
cause of giving people more for their 
money and attracting section-wide in- 
terest. 

The report of Treasurer E. W. 
hard was then read. , 

The appointment of a nominating com- 
mittee was on the program, and Mr. Terry 
gave a hint of rivalry in the election of 
officers when he moved that nominations 
be made from the floor and not by a 
nominating committee. A question as to 
whether this was in accordance with the 
by-laws brought out the fact that there 
were no by-laws. 

Tuesday Afternoon, January 4

was named sergeant-at-arms. The legis- 
lative commitiee, of which Guy Cantwell, 
of Gosport, was secretary, made its re- 
port. 

Mr. Cantwell prefaced his remarks with 
the statement that the matter of State 
aid was three years old. He mentioned 
that because of the insistence at the last 
Legislature to cut expenses and the re- 
ticence of that body to pass anything 
that called for money, the question was 
deferred. 

A questionnaire was sent last year to 
all fair organizations in the State asking 
their views on State aid. Forty-seven re- 
plies were received, 21 favoring State 
aid, 9 being against, with 13 in doubt as 
to what it was about. 

At present Indiana has a law which 
provides that the various county councils 
or boards of commissioners may make an 
appropriation not to exceed one-tenth of 
one per cent to the recognized fair 
ciations of their counties. The legislative 
committee suggested that this law be 
amended to make such an appropriation 
mandatory, and change the “may” to

receiving county aid. 

The que nnafre showed a wide range 
in the percentage of budget spent for 
premiums. A premium percentage as low

Mr. Cantwell brought out that the 
larger and more prosperous fairs are 
lukewarm on the State-aid proposition. 
He said these organizations are large 
enough and had money and_ influence 
enough to control their own situa n 
The smaller f-irs generally were favor- 
able to State aid. He cited the New 


York aid law as a good one, where aid 
was granted to the extent of one-half of 
the premiums. A table of figures ex- 
piaining what is done in Ohio, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, IlJinois, Iowa and West Vir- 
ginia was presented.
